While calling for “ carefully limited“ 
income tax fund, the President’s mes­ 
sage did not make immediately clear 
just how much he had in mind 
At the same time, the White House 
released the 1977 report of the Social 
Security trustees — the secretaries of 
Health. Education and Welfare; Labor, 
and Treasury 
which said existing 
Social Security cash reserves will run 
out in the early 1980s at current rates of 
spending and income 
“ The report tells us that the system 
critically needs financial support in the 
short term," Carter said 
“ The high unemployment of recent 
years has curtailed Social Security's 
revenues, while benefits have risen with 
inflation

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Ap­ 
parent agreement on a compro­ 
mise pricing arrangement for 
oil and gas brought President 
Carter's proposal for a Cabinet-

Committee staffers worked 
into the weekend perfecting the

Voluntary army described 
as mercenary by NG chief

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
commander of the California 
National Guard says the all­ 
volunteer military system is 
creating a "mercenary army" 
of minorities and should be 
replaced with a draft of all 
young men and women into 
national service 
Maj Gen Frank Schober. 43. 
is proposing 18 months of man­ 
datory national service with' 
some draftees serving in the 
military and others working in 
community assistance pro­ 
grams 
Schober said the volunteer 
military system is failing to at­ 
tract enough enlistees to keep 
the armed forces sufficiently 
strong 
This is occurring 
although millions of dollars are 
being spent on recruitment 
advertising and improved bene­ 
fits for enlistees, he said 
"Every general or admiral 
that I have talked to has expres 
sed their concern privately that 


this thing (the volunteer army) 
is not working." he said in an 
interview "They’re told either 
to shut up or support it 
publicly ’’ 
Because the 18 to 25 age por­ 
tion of the population is declin­ 
ing due to a drop in the birth 
rate, Schober said. "B y the 
year 1992. one out of every 
three eligible Americans (age 
18-25i will have to volunteer for 
the armed services in order to 
maintain the armed services at 
their present strength 
Schober. named commander 
two years ago by Gov Edmund 
G Brown Jr , said the number 
of blacks and other minority 
enlistees now totals nearly 33 
per cent of the armed forces 
and is increasing 
While noting that minorities 
have an opportunity to learn a 
skill and serve their country at 
the same time. Schober said 
"If we had a war we face the 
horrible prospect that the 


fighting and dying would be 
done by minorities 
How can 
we. as Americans, in good con­ 
science hire a mercenary army 
to do the nation’s fighting and 
dying'1 I think any nation that 
calls itself a democracy has to 
spread the effort " 
“ In this age of improved 
equality between the sexes, he 
said, women should be included 
in the draft, possibly in combat 
assignments so "the burden of 
national service can be shared 
equally 
Another reason for reinstat­ 
ing a draft system, he said is 
that the educational and intelli­ 
gence levels of the all-volunteer 
forces are not keeping pace 
with the demands of military 
technology 
"The lawyers and the PhD's 
aren’t knocking on our door,

the break-in When we got that 
belt by subpoena, all it had on it 
was. Now John.’ And that was 
it " 
Jaworski did not elaborate on 
what might have caused the 
silence, did not say on what 
date the Dictabelt was made 
and he was unavailable for 
comment after the interview 
The 
18‘ 2-mmute gap on a 
June 20. 1972. Oval Office tape 
recording has never been ex­ 
plained. Jaworski noted 


He said had he known "who 
erased it, there would have 
been an indictment on that 
This was one of the worst acts 


of obstruction of justice that 
one can be guilty of ” 
Jaworski said Nixon s tele­ 
vised interviews with David 
Frost may be financially help­ 
ful but. “ he is turning the mat­ 
ter (Watergate) up all over 
again 
I think it’s poor judg­ 
ment Now it might be finan­ 
cially gainful, and it apparently 
is, but from his own standpoint 
— his personal standpoint - it’s 
unwise” 
Jaworski. who refused to sign 
a proposed grand jury indict­ 
ment of Nixon, said Nixon 
should have admitted in his in­ 
terview with Frost that he was 
guilty of criminal acts as Presi­ 
dent But he said he was glad 
President Ford spared him 
from the prospect of a Nixon 
trial 
“ I know he (Nixoni wantt'd 
that pardon He embraced it. 
Jaworski said 


Jaworski said he did not sign 
the proposed indictment be 
cause 
“to indict the man in 
light of that process. 1 thought, 
would not have been quite fair 
to him It would have prejud­ 
iced him as far as the House 
Judiciary (Committee) was 
concerned 


SACRAMENTO (UP I) 
The 
state Justice Department has 
undertaken a study to deter­ 
mine the extent of marijuana 
use by California motorists 
The survey, begun in April, 
will be based on the examina­ 
tion of 2.400 blood samples 
routinely taken by the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol in gases 
where motorists are suspected 
of drunk driving 
Law enforcement officials 
will give specific attention to 
the samples from drivers who 
were arrested for drunk dri­ 
ving. but who fall below the 
legal intoxication level of 
10 
per cent alcohol in their blood 
Ken Logan, an official of the 
Office of Traffic Safety, said 
the experimental project, fi- 
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naneed by an $82.000 federal 
grant, could be a “ necessary 
step" in the ultimate justifica­ 
tion of the use of sophisticated 
equipment by law enforcement 
to detect motorists driving un­ 
der the influence of marijuana 
A spokesman for the patrol 
said currently there is no ef­ 
ficient way to determine if a 
motorist stopped for driving 
erratically is under the influ­ 
ence of marijuana 
The patrol reported that their 
officers, under a new liberal­ 
ized law. last year handed out 
more than 5 000 citations to 
motorists for possession of 
small amounts of marijuana 


The citations generally were 
issued after patrolmen stopped 
vehicles for moving violations

Hot vinegar lifts glue 


POLLY'S PROBLEM 


D EAR PO LLY — I got a couple of spots of glue on 
my beautiful new knit pants suit The spots were small 
and rather inconspicuous so I tried to remove them 
with nail polish remover which did soften the glue But 
then when I wahsed them the pants were stiff as a 
brick Is there any possible way to save these nice pan­ 
ts? - M ILD RED 
DEAR M ILD RED — Sounds to me as if you did not 
properly rinse out the polish remover OR the water may 
have been the wrong temperature as some fabrics re­ 
quire it hot and others cold. Some glue will not loosen at 
all after it hardens, so you were lucky that far The 
usual procedure is to wash with a detergent and water 
before it sets. Immerse in hot white vinegar and keep to 
the boiling point until stain is removed (if fabric will 
lake this). This may take 15 minutes or so and then rinse 
THOROUGHLY with water of the proper temperature 
for the particular fabric. — POLLY. 


D EAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is with the manufacturers 
of white shoes such as those worn by nurses and waitresses It 
seems that they could come up with eyelets that do not make 
the tongue and shoe laces black That black simply will not 
come off and the shoes look terrible — MRS R G. 
DEAR PO LLY - I want to tell Mary R B who has crepe 
paper stains on her table top that I have used a fine brand of 
silver polish to remove stains from table and server tops quite 
a few times and with excellent results It does take good hard

DEAR PO LLY — I want to tell Judy W that I had epoxy 
glue spots on a table I wrote to the company that makes the 
epoxy and they suggested putting brown paper such as a brown 
paper bag. on top of the glue and then place your hot unplugg 
ed electric iron on top of the paper and let stand several 
minutes Keep checking to see if the paper is absorbing the 
glue This worked well for me even though the glue had been 
on the table for several months — M A RC ELLIN E 
DEAR PO LLY — Instead of having to buy an under blouse 
to wear under very sheer blouses, to be worn with pants, I cut 
the bottom off an old slip so it is just a bit shorter than the 
blouse to be worn on top TOis is nicer than cotton and does not

D EAR PO LLY — When binding off knitting I find it much 
easier to hold the knitting needle in my left hand and a crochet 
hook in the right hand This works perfectly for me.

Equal protection 


California presently has a 
law known as the newsman’s 
shield law It was enacted as a 
measure to protect a newsman 
from revealing the names of 
his confidential sources. 
Since enactment of the law, 
judges and courts have been 
making serious erosion in­ 
roads into the law. Judges 
have ruled that when their 
constitutional right to control 
proceedings in their own 
courts comes into conflict with 
the statutory right of newsmen 
to refuse their confidential 
sources, the latter must give

R ecen tly the Assem bly 
Ju d ic ia ry Com m ittee ap­ 
proved legislation designed to 
prevent future jailings ot 
newmen who refuse to reveal 
confidential 
sources. 
The 
measure is known as As­ 
sembly Constitutional Amend­ 
ment 4. It will, it fully ap­ 
proved. provide constitutional 
protection, as opposed to mere 
statutory protection against 
future inroads into the shield 
law. 
The Judicial Council is op­ 
posed to the measure on the 


basis that the right to a fair 
trial is more fundamental than 
a free press. 


We strongly disagree. It is a 
matter of equal consideration 
that must be given to the con­ 
stitutional rights of a fair trial 
and a free press.

WASHINGTON — The subterranean 
world of the narcotics trade is populated 
with shadowy tycoons who are able to 
operate at all levels of commerce They 
consort with cutthroats and prime 
ministers alike 
More often than not. the top drug 
dealers operate behind a screen of 
respectable businesses But out of the 
back 
d o o r, 
they 
deliver heroin ship­ 
ments to fog-sheathed

world 
A startling secret in­ 
te llig e n ce

Thailand forms the 
base of the notorious Golden Triangle 
which produces a heavy flow of heroin 
into rhe * nited States and Western 
Europe 
Thai 
P re m ie r Thanin 
Kravichien has solemnly vowed to wipe 
out his end of this dirts business 
Vet the intelligence report charges 
that Thailand's top narcotics trafficker 
is on excellent terms with Thai officials 
H e is identified in the secret reports as 
Chang Kai-cheng a man of many ten­ 
tacles who operates hotels, trucks and 
shops 
But his biggest business, ac 
cording to the intelligence document, is 
drug smuggling 
The document also alleges that his 
chief lieutenant 
( hang Ching-chen 
has contacts with many Thai officials

Chang Kai-cheng came out of China in 
1949. settled in Burma for a spell and

Thailand, in 1965 
and became a small narcotics dealer 
But within five years he clawed his way 
to the top and ' became a prominent 
figure in the Thailand narcotics com­ 
munity ” 
Now he is reported to be “ the head of 
the largest heroin distribution organiza­ 
tion in Thailand.“ with "narcotics con­ 
nections in Holland Singapore. Malaysia 
and Hong Kong 
a major violator 
suspected of being heavily involved 
Yet he poses as a respectable busines­ 
sman and drives grandly about the 
streets of Bangkok in a white Mercedes 
The intelligence report listed his 
private telephone numbers, which we 
used to reach the startled Chang Kai- 
cheng ill his Bangkok hideaway Speak­ 
ing through an interpreter, we got Chang 
to confirm the background information 
provided in the report But he stopped 
cold when we brought up the subject of 
narcotics He claimed not to know what 
we were talking about 
The secret report charges, however, 
that ('hang “ provides a major portion of 
the financial support and handles the 
shipment of narcotics from Bangkok to 
international markets 
His narcotics 
empire extends from a heroin refinery in 
Burma to a morphine plant that 
produces the prized "999 
brand 
He 
formerlv used a Laotian gold company 
as a front for narcotics trafficking, the 
report alleges 
Chang still masterminds “ how the 
larger quantities of narcotics should be 


sold." according to the report, but un­ 
derlings now take all the risks U S and 
Thai agents have pinpointed the key men 
in his drug smuggling organization down 
to their license plates, phone numbers 
and bank accounts Yet the government, 
we are told, has been unwilling to smash 
the ring 


The Thai embassy here insists there is 
no government protection of dope rings 
"W e are acting strongly against nar­ 
cotics traffickers" a spokesman said

Chairman 
Lester Wolff. D -N Y of the House Nar­ 
cotics Committee, is zeroing in on a new 
“ French connection “ It is dominated 
largely by Chinese who are moving Asian 
opium into the traditional French heroin

soon be reaching the United States “ in 
quantity" with the assistance of Chinese- 
American dope merchants

Dear Sir 
As a high school teacher. I am more 
aware of the shortage of summer jobs 
for teen-agers than the average citizen 
A few years ago through personal con­ 
tact I was able to steer students to 
various summer |obs especially in the 


Buellton-Solvang area where there are 
many restaurants Also I presently have 
several students working in local in­ 
dustry part-time 
At the present time, however. I have 
given up attempting to refer anyone for 
summer employment because most of 
these jobs (dishwashers, ranch hands 
and other such menial jobs» are now 
taken by illegal aliens I have reported 
some of these employers to the San Luis 
Obispo Border Patrol office, but with 
only three men to cover the vary large 
central coast area they can’t do much 
For example, they recently raided one 
large Buellton restaurant, and within 
one dav. those deported were replaced 
by new illegals I personally know of the 
following illegal alien situations at this 
moment 
a concrete contractor who 
employs two illegals as helpers, a Santa 
Maria food processing plant which 
employes many illegals, a Lompoc seed 
processing firm a Lompoc nursery, a 
Solvang guest ranch, a large cattle ranch 
off Highway 1 and some restaurants 
These are just a few 


In the Los Angeles area, the problem is 
very acute There are hundres of fac­ 
tories which employ illegals in order to 
keep labor costs down This situation 
creates gigantic social problems which 
raise welfare costs, cause unemploy­ 
ment. create more crime, raise property 
taxes to pay for additional services, etc 
Last school year when Congressmen 
Lagomarsino spoke to some 400 Cabrillo 
High School students. I asked him what 
he proposed to do about 
this big 
problem He would offer no solution, but 
he publicly stated there was pressure by 
the Catholic Church and certain farm 
organizations against the passage of con­ 
trol legislation 


As a concerned citizen I have studied 
this problem in depth and conclude that 
the only solution is a massive letter 
writing campaign directed to Congres­ 
sman Lagom arsino and Senators 
Cranston and Havakawa in Washington 
The alternative is more teen-age crime, 
welfare, social unrest, higher taxes, etc 
I urge everyone reading this letter to
